Committee May Recommend 
Administration By County 


SACRAMENTO (lP}—Members of 


the joint legislative fact finding 
committee on relief estimated today 
that $38,000,000 will be required to 
carry on the state dole for the 13- 
month periog from June 1 of this 
; year to July 1, 1941. 


The committee met at the capitol 
to draft recommendations to the 
legislature based on hearings held 
in all parts of the state during the 

| two month recess of the special ses- 
|sion called by Gov. Culbert Olson 
in January. 

The session reconvenes next Mon- 
day. 


A $38,000,000 relief appropriation 
would raise the total for the 1939- 
| 41 biennium to $87,000,000. The pro- 
| posed 13-month allotment was bas- 
ed on the same schedule of pay- 
ments contained in the $12,200,000 
appropriation voted in February to 
last until June 1. This measure set 
a maximum family budget of $58 a 
month and imposed other rigid re- 
strictions which resulted in a sub- 
stantial decline in relief costs. 


The committee is expected to re- 
commend the return of relief ad- 
ministration to the counties, a move 


strongly opposed by Governor Ol- 
son. 


The governor declared, however, 
lthat the felief problem is entirely 
up to the legislature and said he 
would not submit a recommendation 
on the amount of the appropriation, 
He conceded that any program he 
presented would be rejected by the 
anti-administration majority in the 
legislature.
